I am writing to request inspection or copies of records related to your office’s voter list 
maintenance obligations under the National Voter Registration Act of 1993 (NVRA). 

The National Voter Registration Act of 1993, 52 U.S.C. § 20501 et seq., requires your office to 
make available for public inspection “all records concerning the implementation of programs and 
activities conducted for the purpose of ensuring the accuracy and currency of official lists of 
eligible voters.” 52 U.S.C. § 20507(i).

3. All documents and records of communication received by your office from jury selection 
officials—state and federal—since January 1, 2006 referencing individuals who claimed 
to be non-U.S. citizens when attempting to avoid serving a duty call. This request seeks

• All letters, postcards, and other mailings sent from your office to the voter in question 
with notations for types of postage or method of delivery indicated where possible; 

• All letters, emails, logged phone calls, documents, and other communications from the 
voter in question to your office—including those communications from legal counsel or 
claimed relatives on their behalf—that is either affirmatively sent by the voter or in 
response to a mailing received by your office or other official entity; 

• All documents your office may receive from federal entities to include but are not limited 
to the U.S. Department of Homeland Security/USCIS detailing inquiries regarding 
registered voters in your county and your responses given; 

• All documents your office may generate upon request to the voter or federal agency 
concerned with immigration matters for the purpose of detailing a registration status 
history and voting history; 
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• All documents and communications between your office and the registered voter in 
question with respect to pending immigration matters; and 

• Any documents sent by your office to the voter to require that an affirmation of 
citizenship or noncitizenship be given in writing with responses included, where 
applicable.

Thank you for the update. Here is a suggested plan forward. 

1. The time restraints presented by the runoff are very understandable. 

2. Redactions: we'd prefer to keep birth date information unredacted as NVRA does not protect such 
data in reproduction or inspection scenarios. We certainly have no interest in seeing partial or full 
Social Security numbers. We suggest a compromise on registration agency information. The NVRA 
certainly protects from disclosing specific agencies used—but we would appreciate a limit on 
redactions to the point where we are able to determine that a registration file was initiated or updated 
via on agency (as opposed to naming it). We have a critical research interest in discerning between 
registrations that were self-submitted/mailed, third-party drive, or agency transactions. 

3. Retrieval/reproduction: we agree to the reverse chronological retrieval process and would be happy to 
accept responsive documents in batches as described.

Mr. Churchwell, 

I have obtained further information regarding the provisions of the NVRA and I apologize for 
confusing this request with the Georgia Open Records Requests that I normally receive. We will not 
be able to start retrieving documents until after the December runoff is certified on December 10 th . I 
am currently in the process of clarifying with counsel the amount of redaction that is required. Your 
request indicated that social security numbers can be redacted, but I believe we will also be required 
to redact the registration agency through which the voter registered and the date of birth. 

Once retrieval commences, do you want to receive records by year as they are retrieved, or wait until 
all 12 years have been collected into a transferable format? I suggest working on current voters and 
moving backwards by year, but we can also start at the oldest records and move forward if you 
prefer.

We have received your November 19, 2018 email acknowledging receipt of our November 7, 
2018 request for records under the National Voter Registration Act. 

1. The Foundation’s request is made pursuant to the National Voter Registration Act, 
not the Georgia Open Records Act. 

Your response suggests that you are processing our request under the Georgia Open Records 
Act. Our request is not made pursuant to the Georgia Open Records Act. As stated in our letter, 
our request is made pursuant to the National Voter Registration Act of 1993 (NVRA), 
specifically, Section 20507(i), which requires election officials to make available for inspection 
and photocopying “all records concerning the implementation of programs and activities 
conducted for the purpose of ensuring the accuracy and currency of official lists of eligible 
voters.” 52 U.S.C. § 20507(i). 

2. The NVRA permits charges only for photocopying at a reasonable cost. 

Your response eludes to hourly personnel costs ($17.35 per hour) necessary to “retrieve the 
documentation” responsive to our request. In total, you estimate a cost of $1,665.60 to fulfill the 
request. It is therefore worth noting that the NVRA does not permit your office to charge 
requesters for personnel time. The NVRA permits your office to charge only for “photocopying 
at a reasonable cost.” 52 U.S.C. § 20507(i)(l). Where possible, we prefer to receive the 
requested information via electronic transmission. Where that is not possible, we ask that you 
provide a revised cost estimate for photocopying costs for the responsive records or mailing costs 
for transmission via flash drive or other removable media. 

3. State-law exemptions for withholding responsive records are not applicable to 
requests made pursuant to the NVRA. 

Your response also suggests the county might redact confidential information contained in 
responsive documents. It is therefore also worth noting that the NVRA does not permit your

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office to withhold records or information under exemptions found in state law. The NVRA 
requires disclosure of “all records” related to your list maintenance activities, with only two 
exceptions: “records relate[d] to a declination to register to vote or to the identity of a voter 
registration agency through which any particular voter is registered.” 52 U.S.C. § 20507(i)(l). 
Exemptions grounded in the Georgia Open Records Act or other state laws are thus inapplicable 
to our request. 

We will, however, consent to the redaction of social security numbers, to the extent they appear 
in any responsive records.

I have asked my Information Services contact to tell me how much work effort is involved in doing an 
electronic search of email records going back to 2016. This is his response: 

My server administrators have determined that a search of this nature would take about 24 man-hours to 
complete. Based on an hourly rate of $39.85, the cost for that search would be $946.80. 

In addition, we would need to obtain a listing from you of employees in your office during the time 
frame in question of January, 2016 to Present to compare the results and provide an accurate search.

We can begin this work after the 
December 4, 2018 runoff is certified and I will contact you when the documents are ready. At that 
time, a final payment amount would be calculated. As soon as payment is made, a flash drive will be 
mailed.
